School Consolidation 


The first consolidated school  dis- 
trict in the Wetaskiwin Inspectorate 
was established on May 22, when the 
Village District of, Rimbey united 
with five contiguous rural districts 
to form the Rimbpey Consolidated S. 
D. No. 19. 

It is over two years since Inspec- 
tor Neison first broached the 
ject in Rimboy~ district, and since 
that time the principle has been un- 
der consideration to'a greater or 
less extent; the fezling among the 
rural ratapayers being, however, one 
of decided opposition. The two chief 
reasons. of objection were: 

1. The extra cost. 

2. ‘The difficulties in the way of 
transportation. 

In March of this year the Inspector 
spent a couple of weeks in the Rim- 
they territory, combining inspection 
with consolidation work. Meetings 
were held in all the districts inter- 
ested, at which the principle was 
thoroughly explained and discussed. 
In the light of the actual facts, as 
gleaned from the bona fide reports 
of successful consolidated schools in 
Alberta, Manitoba and the States, 
most of the objections browght for- 
ward by the opponents of the meas- 
ure melted away. In regard to. the 


cost the people were frankly told 
that although the cost of ‘school “op-' 


eration. would likely be a little grea- 
ter yot the educational value to the 
child would be three or’ four ‘times 
‘as great .under ,the..new-.than: under 
‘the rural district system. In regard 
to transportation it was felt hat 
problem could be well handled by a 
intelligent, progressive board. > ~ *

When 
the story of the battle is fully 
known it probably will be shown 
that one of the deadliest of the Bri- 
tish was ‘the German mine fields. The 
attackers also had to contend with 
the danger from su bmarines ond 
Zeppelins. The mine field prevented 
full freedom of action on the Part of 
the British sjuadron, which was 
compelled to fight in » narrow. area, 
while the Zeppelins gnd submarines, 
which were near their base, were 
able to: operate in such: a manner as 
to be a most important factor in 
the battle. 

London, June 4.—A statement is- 
sued tonight by the British, reiter- 
ates that the German accounts of 
the German losseS arg false, and that 
although the evidence is still incom- 
plete, enough is known to justify 
that the German losses were  great- 
er than the British ‘‘not merely re- 
latively to the strength of the two 
fleets, but absolutely.’’

PRESERVE FRUIT WITHOUT USE 
OF SUGAR |

In view of the fact that the price 
of sugar continues very high, there 
may be a tendency on the part of 
the customer to curtail the putting 
up of fruit this summer, and we have 
thought it wise to call your atten- 
tion at this time to an article cull- 
ed from the book of recipes gotten 
out by the British Columbia govern- 
ment last year. This reads as fol- 
lows: | 
due to 
the war, has possibly led some econ , 
jomical ‘houeewives to consider cur- 
tailing the quantities of fruit they 
will put up this year. 
|: ‘‘As to the general question of ec- 
jonomy, it may be pointed out that 
while sa many essential articles of 
food have risen in price on account 
of the war, fruit has been and will 
be, as cheap as ever. There will be 
a decided -saving, therefore, in using 
to replace, as far as possible, other 
more expensive foods. It should be 
further considered that war condit. 
ions have greatly increasel the cost 
of fnglish jam, so that it will be 
economy to replace these as fart as 
possible with home-made jams and 
preserves. 

“With regard to the high price of 
sugar, why use sugar at all? Tho 
prevalent idea that fruit cannot be 
kept without the atdition of sugar 
lin the process of canning is quite a 
| mistake. If made into a thick sy- 
rup, sugar acts as an antiseptic, 
keeping perfectly sound fruit from 
decay even without heat, but, in the 
| quantities ordinarily used in canning 
it takes absolutely no part in the 
preservation of fruit from deteriorat- 
ion. Authorities all agree that the 
fruit put up without sugar retains 
its delicate and distinctive flavor 
very much better, and is altogether 
superior to that put up in the ordin- 
ary way. Of course sugar will even- 
tually have to be used preparing the 
fruit for the table, but much less is 


cooking. This is so far as well un- 
derstood, a scientific reason. Our 
ordinary white granulated sugar is 
@ pure cane sugar and is the sweet- 
est of all.. When cane sugar is heat- 
ed in the presence of an acid, it gra- 
dually changes into other forms of 
sugar and loses much of its sweeten- 
ing power. One of these, glucose, 
has only avout thirty per cent the 
sweetening power of plre cate suger, 
| “All fruits contain more or less 
acid, and so al mixtures of fruit 
and sugar tend to lose some of the 
sweetness in the process of cooking. 
| “On this account, it is much more 
economical to add ithe sugar after 
the fruit is cooked, while this is al- 
So, the only way in which the full 


characteristic flavor of the fruit can | 


be retained. Another point worthy 
of consideration is that before fruit 
So preserved has to be used, it is 
quite possible that sngar prices will 
be normal again. ‘hero is nothing 
to lose, therefore, a gain in the qua- 
lity of the fruit, and a probability, 
of considerable saving in trying out. 
the sugarless method. 

“To put up fruits without sugar, 
simply prepare them in the ordinary 
way; see that the jars are perfectly 
clean, thoroughly’ scalded with poil- 
ing water, filled to the top and left 
in them a considerable time; boil the 
rubbers and covers, and see that the 


. rubbers are soft and free from any 


grooves “or cracks; place the fruit 


in the jars, fill with cold water, -and , 


place them in a boiler filled with 
cold water, heat,to the boiling point 
Berries will wo~if removed when the 
boiling point is reached. Large fruit 
such as peaches, pears, plums, cher- 
ries and: the Ith hould get 20 to 30 
minutes‘ boiling y™: ~A ‘hoard’ should be 
placed at the bottom of. the boiler 


to keep the ‘jars from the direct heat ! 


of the stove. Fruit thus prepared 
will be found excellent for pies, de- 
licious for eating with cream, and, 
generally superior to the sugar syr- 
up preseryes. In properly air-tight 
jars they will also kecp quite as 
long." 

Last season there was considerable 
xperimenting in the canning of rhu- 
arb, and it is provedbeyond doubt 
that the best plan in the canning of 
rhubarb is to peel same, place it in 
a jar or crock full length, set it in- 
to a vessel containing good, cold, 
pute water, allowing the vessel to 
fill to the top, then screw top on. 
The contents will : keep in excellent 
condition until the consumer is 
ready to use. Bear in mind the top 
must be sealed on while the vers? 
is under water.

St. Paul, June 5.—James J. Hill’s 
wealth is estimated all the way from 
$100,000,000 +0 $300,000,000. We pro-

The best estimate of Mr. Hill's 
wealth resulted when the European 
war broke out in July, 1914. At, the 
‘time Mr, Hill called his bankers to- 
gether from the First National Bank 
and Northwestern Trust company of 
St. Paul.

More 
than $108,000 was said to havo 
been in the boxes that Mr. Hill laid 
before his bankers.
